‘'Notification 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-clause (1) of Clause 11B of 
the Iron and Steel (Control of Production and Distribution) Order 1941, I, the 
Iron and Steel Controller, do hereby notify that the maximum Place Extra for 
any Rail-head destination within the Indian Union shall be fixed at Rs. 00/- per 
ton irrespective of the actual Railway freight from the nearest of the three ports 
to the said station. This amendment will be effective from the 10th May, 1954, 
and will supersede the Place Extras exceeding Rs. 00/- per ton fixed for stations 
other than Out-Agency Stations and non-rail-head stations as given in the Freight 
(Place Extras) List No. 1 of 1952 which Is based on the late Ministry of Industry 
and Supply Notification No. 1(1)-1(146) dated 9th March, 1949, published in the 
Gazette of India dated 12th March, 1949, as amended from time to time ending 
with the Ministry of Commerce and Industry Notification No. SC(A)-2(71)/51 
dated 24th December, 1951, published in the Gazette of India dated 29th Decem- 
ber, 1951, under S. R. O. 2076. Notwithstanding the rates at which an order has 
been booked or materials paid for, the revised Place Extras shall apply to all 
despatches effected on or after the 10th May, 1954
